The 
Falmouth Outlook, weekly 
newspaper serving the Falmouth 
and Pendleton County commu¬ 
nities since 1907, has been sold 
to an Ohio-based newspaper 
group. The newspaper, which 
has been operated by the W.J. 
Shonert family since its incep¬ 
tion June 21, 1907, will become 
property of The Delphos Herald, 
Inc., of Delphos, Ohio, effective 
January 2, 1986. A note of 
appreciation was given to Mr. 
Shonert from his staff saying 
“There will never be another 
Warren! We will miss you!” 

Richard Fry is named pub¬ 
lisher and editor of The Fal¬ 
mouth Outlook. He is a top 
notch journalist and a graduate 
of the University of Dayton 
School of Communication Arts. 
This is the beginning of a new 
day for The Falmouth Outlook. 

Kincaid State Park Boat 
Dock was robbed by thieves on 
Christmas Eve. Someone that 
enjoys fishing had a great 
Christmas. They broke a win¬ 
dow and entered the building 
then filled bags with all kinds of 
fishing tackle, rod and reels, 
etc., valued at $600.

The Pendleton Wildcats 

walked off with their second 
straight first place trophy in the 
Invitational Tournament. The 
first night, Harrison defeated 
Falmouth 53-52 in a squeaker 
and Pendleton in the second 
game beat Grant County 56-47. 
A full house was on hand to see 
Grant County wallop Falmouth 
81-61 in the consolation game. 
The final game was Coach 
Dwight Wolfe’s Wildcats defeat¬ 
ing Coach Jack Sutherland’s 
Harrison County Thorobreds 
64-56. The game was Pendle¬ 
ton’s best effort of the season 
and was sweet revenge for 
Pendleton as they were beaten 
just two weeks ago, 58-57, on 
Harrison’s home court. The 
game was marked by a scoring 
duel between Pendleton Co¬ 
unty’s Dick King and Harrison 
County’s Keller Works, with 
King coming out ahead with 28 
and Works with 23. This was 
only the second defeat in thir¬ 
teen years for Harrison County.

The total bonded indebted¬ 
ness of the City of Falmouth at 
the close of business December 
31, 1935, stood at $14,000. 

The Supreme Court of the 
United States handed down the 
most important and far-reaching 
decision in its history, when it 
declared the Agricultural Ad¬ 
justment Administration uncon¬ 
stitutional. 

Falmouth City Council met 

for the first time of the year at 
City Hall with Mayor Wilson in 
the chair. Councilmen J.M. 
Parker, Clark Yelton, Raymond 
Montgomery, Colvin Wright, 
and Joshua Waldron and City 
Clerk Harry Hopkins were pres¬ 
ent. They preceeded to elect its 
clerk/treasurer for the ensuing 
two years, and Mr. Hopkins was 
unanimously elected without 
any opposition. Harry Gulick, 
who has served two years as 
policeman, was elected marshal; 
Harry W. Bishop was elected 
policeman; Lee Antro-bus was 
unanimously elected water¬ 
works utility man, a capacity in 
which he has long served. Allie 
F. Arnold was re-elected to the 
office of electrician. Martin 
Coleman and Jack Dunn were 
re-elected to the position of city 
civil engineer. 

Alva Johnson’s stripping 
room near Willow was destroy¬ 
ed by fire on December 28, 
including a quanity of tobacco. 

R. Risk Arnold, well-known 
merchant of this city, is in 
Chicago attending the house fur¬ 
nishing market. 

Roy T. Ackman, well- 
known rural route mail carrier of 
DeMossville, was a business 
visitor in Falmouth. 

J.D. Carmac, who conducts 
a filling station and general store 
at Bethel, this county, has our 
thanks for renewing his sub¬ 
scription.

Ingredients: 

4 lb ground beef, chuck, or 
your preference. (Sometimes I 
add a pound of sausage to the 
mix in place of 1 lb of beef.)

2 cans Brookes hot chili

Brown the meat and minced 
onion. Drain, leaving just a small 
amount of liquid in the beef. 

Add rinsed beans, chili pow¬ 
der, sugar, salt, and tomato paste. 
Mix well in pan then add the 
tomato juice and water. Bring to a 
boil, then lower heat to low and 
simmer for about 11/2 hours.

Carl Frazer, Rotary President in 1962-63 and 1974-75 



Known as “Pinky” Frazer, a 
nickname given to him as a 
child due to the color of his hair, 
he was a prominent and much 
beloved citizen of Falmouth. 
Probably best known as a Buick 
dealer located at Second and 
Main Street in Falmouth, he was 
much more as is reflected in an 
article about his life in the April 
25, 1975 issue of the Falmouth 
Outlook: 

“Mr. Frazer was one of 
Falmouth’s best known and 
highly regarded citizens and 
businessmen. The large crowd 
that assembled at the funeral 
home on Thursday evening was 
a tribute to his wide acquain¬ 
tanceship. He came from an old 
Falmouth family and believed in 
service to his community and 
was a member of the Falmouth 
Rotary Club for many years, 
being President at the time of 
his passing. 

He took a great interest in his 
beautiful home on Reservoir 
Hill and in his children and 
grandchildren and always got 
the most out of life. Mr. Frazer 
was always a good friend to 
everyone and in his passing our 
community has suffered a deep 
loss. His family has the sympa¬ 
thy of everyone in their bereave¬ 


ment.” 

Who was his family? Carl 
was the youngest son of Rupert 
A and Janie Holmes Frazer. 
Graduating from Falmouth High 
School in 1936, he married 
Jeanne Traber, daughter of 
Harry G. and Margaret Beare 
Traber in 1939. Two children 
were born to this union: Carl Jr. 
who died in infancy and Maxine 
Elizabeth. Carl and Jeanne had 
four grandchildren: David and 
Darryl, who survive, and 
Deirdre and Donna Ammerman, 
who preceded him in infancy. 
Carl had two brothers: George 
and Ralph, and one sister Hilda 
Harast, at whose home he was 
laying carpet when he met his 
demise.

Reducing soil compaction 


Ways to talk so your kids will listen Monetary gifts teach saving habits 


The most common causes of 
soil compaction are traffic and 
tillage on soil that is too wet. 
Compaction reduces water and 
nutrient uptake leading to poor 
root growth and ultimately 
lower yields in the affected 
areas. 

A survey showed that about 
one-third of the fields in central 
and western Kentucky were suf¬ 
ficiently compacted to reduce 
the yields of less tolerant crops 
such as corn and tobacco. 

Prevention is the best way to 
manage soil compaction. The 
most severe problem occurs 
when soil is a little too wet to 
work. When a soil ball does not 
easily crumble apart in your 
hand, conditions are too wet for 
you to work in the field. 

Unfortunately, we do not 
always have the luxury of wait¬ 
ing for soil to dry. In these situ¬ 
ations, you can do little things 
like reducing tire pressure and 
restricting heavy equipment to 
the edges of fields. Also, no-till 
cropping systems dramatically 
reduce soil compaction, because 
of increased soil microbial and 
earthworm activity, improved 
pore distribution and reduced 
traffic. 

A common symptom of soil 
compaction is that a field is not 
as productive as it used to be, or 
isn’t as productive as surround¬ 
ing fields. Other indications are 
unexpected or unexplained 
nutrient deficiencies, or more 
severe drought stress. You also 
can detect compaction by dig¬ 
ging roots of a growing plant, 
because they will begin to grow 


laterally when encountering a 
compacted layer of soil. This 
makes water and nutrients 
below the compaction unavail¬ 
able for plant growth. 

The best way to positively 
identify soil compaction is by 
using a penetrometer, a tool sim¬ 
ilar to a soil probe that measures 
soil resistance. You should use 
this tool when soil moisture is 
near field capacity, usually 
between December and March. 
Readings exceeding 300 pounds 
per square inch indicate condi¬ 
tions that would limit root 
growth. If one-third of a field 
has readings above 300 psi, con¬ 
sider changing production prac¬ 
tices to correct the problem. 

You can alleviate moderate 
to severe soil compaction by 
rotating to other crops. Alfalfa, 
sweet clover and fescue have 
root systems that are helpful, but 
this is a rather long-term solu¬ 
tion. 

Another practice is to use 
deep tillage or sub-soiling, fol¬ 
lowed by changed production 
practices to prevent future com¬ 
paction. Fall usually is the best 
time to sub-soil because the soil 
generally is dryer and will shat¬ 
ter better. However, the soil in 
most areas of the state already is 
too wet for sub-soiling. Thus, 
fields with identified com¬ 
paction problems will have to be 
cropped for another summer 
before you alleviate com¬ 
paction.

• Keep away from nagging. At 
the end of each school day, I want¬ 
ed the children in my class to tidy 
the room before home time. I felt 
that they should learn to tidy up 
after themselves and take pride in 
their room. I created a job chart. 
Each job had a child’s name next 
to it and I would rotate the jobs 
weekly to avoid monotony. I 
explained that five minutes before 
home time each day it would be 
“job time”. Just before the bell, I 
would walk around the room and 
pick which job or jobs were com¬ 
pleted to perfection. That child or 
children would receive a bonus or 
prize. My room was immaculate 
each day and I hardly had to say a 
thing! 

This can work well at home 
too. Either writing things down, 
or having a chart with incentives 
in place, eliminate lots of nagging. 
It is important to make sure you 
recognize and praise effort, and 
reward desired behavior. 

Try to set a time where kids 
know what is expected. They 
thrive on routines. For example, 
set a time to do their chores in the 
afternoons. When they are play¬ 
ing they don’t like to be interrupt¬ 
ed, just as much as we don’t when 
reading a good book. If they 
know what is expected and when 
you shouldn’t have to nag as 
much. 

• Model and expect good man¬ 
ners. Good manners at home or 
anywhere shouldn’t be optional. 
If you model good manners to 
your children and everyone else, 
they will see that good manners is 
expected and displayed on a con¬ 
sistent level. 

Children deserve the common 
courtesy of manners that adults 
use with each other. They will 
often imitate the speech and 


behaviour of their parents and car¬ 
ers. Say “please”, “thank you” 
and “you’re welcome” to your 
kids as you would anyone else. 

• Be gentle but firm. If you have 
made your decision about some¬ 
thing, stick to it. Make sure you 
and your partner agree on the issue 
and stay united on your decision. 

Your kids may not like the 
decision at the time, but they will 
know it stands firm and won’t 
bother persisting with either of 
you or playing one parent off 
against the other. Make your 
requests important and speak as 
though you mean it. 

• Ask open-ended questions. If 
you want to get your kids to think 
more and open their minds, you 
need to ask them questions that are 
not answered with a simple ‘yes’ 
or ‘no’ answer. 

For example, instead of asking 
“Did you enjoy Peter’s party 
today?” you could ask “What was 
the best part of Peter’s party 
today?” 

Respond to their ideas to show 
them you are interested in what 
they have to say and that they are 
important to you. “Really?” “I 
understand.” “What about...” 
“That is interesting.” 

• Check for understanding. If 
you find that your child is not 
responding to your requests or get¬ 
ting confused by your instructions 
or conversations, remember to 
check for their understanding 
before moving on to the next 
topic. 

Ask them to repeat what you 
have said. If they can’t, you know 
that it is too long or complicated 
for them to understand. Try to 
rephrase your choice of words 
with shorter and simpler sen¬ 
tences.

9 

quarts popped corn 

2 

cups brown sugar 

1/2 

cup white com syrup 

1 

teaspoon salt 

2 

sticks margarine 

1/2 

teaspoon soda 


1 teaspoon vanilla 
Boil the sugar, syrup, margarine 
and salt for 5 minutes. Take 
from stove and add soda and 
vanilla. Pour over popcorn and 
mix well. Pour into pans. Bake 
at 250 for 1 hour. Stir several 
times during baking.

Balls: 

2 pounds ground pork 
2 pounds ground beef 
1 medium minced onion 
1 16 oz can undrained sauerkraut 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
1 tablespoon Worcestershire 

1 teaspoon soy sauce 

2 tablespoon horseradish 
2 teaspoon dry mustard 

1 teaspoon Tabasco sauce 
1 egg, beaten 

1 tablespoon Parmesan cheese 

2 teaspoon garlic salt 

1 teaspoon poultry seasoning 
1 cup saltine cracker crumbs 
Combine all ingredients for 
meat mixture in large bowl and 
mix well. Roll into 1-inch balls. 
Breading: 

3 eggs 

3 cups milk 

1 cup (+/-) dry bread crumbs 
1 teaspoon poultry seasoning 
Oil for deep frying 
Combine bread crumbs and poul¬ 
try seasoning. Dip sauerkraut 
balls into egg mixture, then roll 
lightly in bread crumbs. Deep-fry 
in hot oil (370° F) for 4 to 5 min¬ 
utes or until cooked completely 
through. Makes 60 to 70 sauer¬ 
kraut balls.

Auld Lang Syne explained 



(Why We Say The Things We Say) 


Funny to think of tunes we 
grew up on, whose words are mis¬ 
translated by small children. I 
myself recall singing “Bringing in 
the Sheaves” as “Bringing in the 
Cheese. 

(I smile as I type, recalling that 
hilarious scene from Monte 
Python’s “History of the World” 
where someone in the crowd inter¬ 
prets Jesus’s beatitude as “Blessed 
are the Cheesemakers!”) 

A youth leader friend of mine 
tells of a five-year-old belting out 
“Lead on Oh King, Eternal” as 
“Lead on Oh Kinky Turtle!” 

And then there’s the classic 
mishap in “I Come to the Garden 
Alone” (with chorus proclaiming 
“And He walks with me, and He 
talks with me”), wherein another 
small child reportedly raised his 
hand and asked, “Who is Andy?” 

Cute as these stories are, I dare 
say we’ve all been guilty of substi¬ 
tuting something for something 
else when we weren’t quite sure of 
the words. 


Case in point: Auld Lang Syne 
(which no, is not Old AnXie (as in 
anxiety). Translated, it means 
“Days gone by”. The tune traces 
to a number of folk sources, but 
the lyrics are credited to Scottish 
poet laureate Robert Bums (1788). 
Now synonymous with mug 
swinging, champagne toasting 
revelers everywhere, the singing 
of this one calls for pausing in the 
midst of chaotic partying to reflect 
on the year that was. 

Other New Year’s traditions 
are steeped in history as well. For 
instance if you think New Year’s 
Eve resembles Mardi Gras, well, 
you’re right.

Ironically, the primitive New 
Year (i.e. winter solstice) celebra¬ 
tion was a week long wine-inbib- 
ing frenzy of a party, culminated 
in one somber day of purification. 
Our version today involves a 
week-long shopping frenzy, cul¬ 
minating with a New Year’s Eve 
party, followed by day of resolu¬ 
tions. 

Amazing, huh? 

As with words, so with tradi¬ 
tions. They all began somewhere. 

Here’s raising a glass to the 
year that was, and wishing you 
nothing but health and happiness 
in the year ahead.

Wildcats endure tough luck during holiday tournaments

The Pendleton County Wild¬ 
cats varsity basketball team, com¬ 
ing off a victory against Nicholas 
County, recently returned to action 
for a pair of tournaments held dur¬ 
ing the last two weeks of Decem¬ 
ber. First, they traveled to London 
to participate in the Hoopin’ It Up 
Tourney, December 18-21, and 
then it was off to the Ohio County 
Tourney, December 27-29. In 
total, the Wildcats played in eight 
games, losing seven while win¬ 
ning only one. Their overall team 
record now stands at three wins 
and 10 losses. 

In their first round match-up at 
the Hoopin’ It Up Tourney, the 
Wildcats faced off against North 
Laurel on Saturday, December 18. 
In a well-played contest, they 
were defeated by a score of 71-77 
in double overtime. Not only did 
the Wildcats seem to be compet¬ 
ing against North Laurel but also 
against the referees. North Laurel 
shot 44 free throws compared to 
the Wildcats’ five. That, obvious¬ 
ly, could have easily been the dif¬ 
ference in the outcome. 

“We played well and battled 
them throughout the game,” said 
Wildcats Head Coach Chad 
Simms. “We could have won and 
had some last-second chances to 
do just that but didn’t get it done. 
It was a good game but some of 
our inexperience showed with 
turnovers. Also, you hate to see 
the refs put the other team on the 
free throw line as much as they 
did. I mean 44 attempts to five?” 

The leading scorers for the 
Wildcats were Mason Monroe 
with 19 points, Bryan Wood, with 
16 points, and Michael Walsh with 
14 points. 

Next came the challenge of 
South Laurel on Sunday, Decem¬ 
ber 19. The Wildcats picked up 
their first win against them earlier 
this season but this time the out¬ 
come would prove different as 
South Laurel won 44-58. 

“This was probably our worst 
game of the season so far,” said 
Simms. “South Laurel was ready 
and just outplayed us. They made 
some adjustments from our first 
meeting and the guys just didn’t 
seem up to the challenge. We had 
trouble scoring at times and inex¬ 
perience was a major factor.” 

Coach Simms did note that 
while resting his starters the 
younger players stepped in and 
played well, cutting into South 
Laurel’s lead at one point. 


The Wildcats were led in scor¬ 
ing by Bryan Wood with 17 
points. 

The boys from Pendleton 
County met some stiff competi¬ 
tion on Monday, December 20, 
when they squared off against the 
Holmes Bulldogs. In the cat-and- 
dog battle, Holmes built up a 20- 
point lead by half-time—a margin 
they managed to hold onto 
throughout the game. The final 
score was 34-54 in favor of 
Holmes. 

“We played better towards the 
end of the game and actually 
outscored them in the final few 
minutes,” said Simms. “We just 
couldn’t get any shots, turnovers 
were once again a problem, we 
had trouble passing and we have 
to learn to play better when being 
pressed. These are things we’re 
working on and will improve.” 

Mason Monroe led the team 
with 12 points. 

The Wildcats met Lee County 
in the final game of the Hoopin’ It 
Up Tourney on Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 21. The two teams kept pace 
with each other during the game 
but the Wildcats were denied a 
victory when Lee County hit a 
last-second shot to win the game 
by the score of 55 to 54. 

“You hate to lose a game on a 
last-second shot but that’s what 
happened,” said Simms. “We had 
a chance to win but failed to hit 
four free throws close to the end of 
the game. That would have been 
the difference. We also had trouble 
rebounding the ball and that also 
cost us. Right now, it’s just a lack 
of experience. We’ll get there.” 

The Wildcats were led in scor¬ 
ing by Mason Monroe with 16 
points. 

“It was an up-and-down tour¬ 
nament for us,” said Simms. “We 
made several mistakes during the 
four games but the experience will 
come in time. So far this season, 
we’ve lost five games by less than 
10 points and had we have hit our 
free throws we could have won 
some of them. The boys are play¬ 
ing hard and learning from their 
mistakes. This team will start win¬ 
ning some games before the sea¬ 
son is up.” 

Next on the schedule for the 
Wildcats was the Ohio County 
Tournament. They played Breck¬ 
inridge County on Monday, 
December 27. The Wildcats 
played extremely well and kept 
their opponents close. The game 
went into overtime where the 


Wildcats were finally defeated by 
a score of 54-55. 

“The boys played good again 
but free throws continue to haunt 
us,” said Simms. “We have got to 
start hitting them if we want to 
come out on top. I was proud of 
their performance but disappoint¬ 
ed by the outcome.” 

Michael Walsh, with 18 points, 
and Alex Valentine, with 10 
points, led the Wildcats in scoring. 

Grayson County was the next 
team to challenge the Wildcats on 
Tuesday, December 28. Unfortu¬ 
nately, they also sent the boys 
home with another loss. With 
three seconds remaining, they 
downed the Wildcats by two 
points, 49-51. Free throws once 
again played a part in the defeat 
down the stretch. 

Mason Monroe, with 16 
points, and Jared Rering, with 11 
points, led the Wildcats in scoring. 

In their second game of the 
day, the Wildcats took on the 
Louisville Iroquois. Louisville 
took control and handed the Wild¬ 
cats their seventh loss in a row. 
The final score was 42-66. At one 
point Louisville scored five points 
in five seconds and then repeated 
the feat. 

Leading the Wildcats in scor¬ 
ing was Mason Monroe with 13 
points. 

In the final game of the tourna¬ 
ment, the Wildcats faced the Aus¬ 
tralian Travelers on Wednesday, 
December 29. Enough was 
enough for the Wildcats as they 
came out on top by the score of 
69-55 to snap the losing streak. 
Three Wildcat players, Mason 
Monroe with 15 points, Michael 
Walsh with 16 points, and Aaron 
Bonar with 16 points, all scored in 
double digits to lead the Wildcats 
to victory. 

“They played much better 
today,” said Simms. “They played 
really well. The defense was solid, 
they didn’t turn the ball over as 
much and they hit their free 
throws. It was nice to end the tour¬ 
naments with a win. “We’ll get 
back in the gym, work on our 
weak points and be ready for our 
next game. As the experience 
comes, the better we’re going to 
get.” 

This week, the Wildcats travel 
to Bracken County to take on the 
Polar Bears on Tuesday, January 
4, and then it’s back home Friday 
to face the Montgomery Indians.
